2 . The Committee submitted it. report in December 1956 , 
Its main recommendations are : 
(i) The Development of alcohol-based industries such as 

manufacture of Synthetic Rubber , Acetate Rayon / 
Cellulose Acetate, Pharmaceutical products, D . D . T . 
and other Organic Chemicals and Solvente like Ace 
tone, Ethat , Butanol, ctc., should be encouraged on 

priority basis. On the basis of expected develop 
ments in certain alcohol- based industries and targets 
therefor by the end of the Second Plan , the Com 
mittec ha ctimated that the industrial require 
ments of alcohol will increase to $ 1 million gallons 
per year, the present consumption being 3 to 4 mil 
lion gallop 1 year .

(ii) Iven when alcohol based industries develop , power 

alcohol should continue to be und In admixture with 
petrol so as to provide i flexible demand to cover 
any irabalance between anticipated production and 
gradual devclopment of industrial demand for alco 
hol. For several year . to comc, it will be necessary 
to arrange for the utilisation of about 12 million 
gallons per year as power alcohol, although the arcas 
under alcohol/ Petrol blend may vary from time to 
time depending on the progress of other industries 
based on alcohol.

( uti) The Committee han estimated that, after mccting the 

requirements of other uxrs , over 900, 000 tons of 
molasics would become available for the manufac 
ture of alcohol per year from 1959-60 onwards. It 
is estimated that total production of alcohol from 
all the available molasses - including 1 million gallong 
produced from Mahua flowers - would be of the order 
of 46 .8 inillion gallony per year ( 100 % by voluine).

Duly) within whose jurisdiction the assured rosiiles.

An ex -sugar (actory price of 1 annas per maund , for 
nuolasses containing not less than 50 per cent total 
sugars , would be reasonalyle . For molasses of lower 
sugar content, correspondingly lower prices on the 
lines prescribed in the U . P ., may be charged .

4 . The actual cxpansion of capacity of the sugar industry 
is likely to fall short of the level estimated by the Committee 
on account of the difficulties of foreign exchange and a pre 
ferential diversion of the available limited forcign exchange 
resources to projects and industries of higher priority. The 
full industrial demand for alcohol envisaged by the Com 
mittcc may take a much longer period to develop in case 
some major schemes like the synthetic rubber project get de 
layed in actual implementation Even so , it might be advan 
tagcous to build up alcohol capacity somewhat ahead of the 
growth of industrial demand to the extent that it is facilitat 
ed by the availability of molasses , in vicw of: 

(a ) thc export possibilitics; and 

(b ) the alternative outlets for its use as motor fuel. 
B . After careful conslderation of the recommendations 
against the existing background , the Government have accept 
ed Recommendation Nos. (1), (li), (iii), (viii) and (ix ) of 
paragraph 2 above and will take steps to implement thcm 
as far as possible . The other recommendations including 
those referred to in para . 3 above are under examination and 
the decisions thcreon will be published in due course.
